In a recent issue, the

This was inevitable 
ina political micrécosiu having neither 
diversity of interest nor atmospheric 
space to soften the perspective. The 
entire interests of the Colony were com- 
prised within the focal distance of my- 
opie vision. Molehills thus became 
mountains, and the mote in’ each 
brother's eye assumed the dimensions of 
animelculn séen through a niicroscope.’ 
Are the criticisms of our’ Indian con- 
temporary and Mr Michie justiticd ? 
We fear they ate. Hongkongis a stall 
placo; and, after all, people are in- 
fluenced by their environment. True; 
the Colony hasbeen the temporary abode 
of mon who have since distinguished 
themselves in the broader interests of 
Imperial affairs, 1t may be that there 
are now resident in the Colony men 
who -could distinguish themselves ns 
tocn of affairs if they had the op- 
portunity—if they were emnncipated 
from the atmosphere of pettiness and 
inert indifférentism which pervades the 
ploce. We aro hopeful that” this 
opportunity will some day bo given in 
Hongkong itself.
